Chuen Li Po, managing: partoor' of the 
plaintiff firm, was called and spoke to making 
a number of contracts with the defendant com- 
pany in December. 1903, for the delivery of 
Certain. quantities of colton yarn at various 
prices, It was the custom to take delivery 
within three months, but if no delivery was 
taken an-extra charge of two cents a day was, 
made, No actual time for taking delivery was 
inserted in the contracts, but it was the custom 
of the trade to take delivery within three Chin- 
ese months, If the seller could not supply thy 
yam the two cents of course was not payable, 
Under the first contract he got delivery of 167 
bales, but could not get delivery of any further 
yarn under six other contracts, On the 13th 
December he made application for the delivery 
of 108 hales at $109 a bale and tendered the’ 
price in full payment, but the defendants sald 
they had no yarn to deliver. Subsequently he 
made repeated applications 'for yarn, and was- 
met with the same. reply “None to deliver.” 
His firm was suffe-ing heavy loss in conse- 
quence of the breach of contract, but they 
allowed things ta go on until the 12th April of 
last year, when they made a demand for de- 
livery of the yarn contracted for and tendered 
the price of it, Defendants said they had none, 
whereupon plaintiffs entered the present action 
against them, Prior to this the manager for 
the defendants invited him to a dinner at 
a Chinese restaurant at which were present 
others in a simitar position to himself, When 
the defendant manager repeated that he had 
no yarn to deliver, witness said to him, , “Well 
buy from thé foreign firms,” but he replied, 
“Waita few days, [have someof my own 
coming.” Witness produced his books, and.a 
targe number of documents showing the market 
value of abate on dates when he applied for 
delivery. The final breach took place on the 
16th April when yarn was quoted at $120 a bale,

It has to. be observed that the articles

The Chinese chair résts, as a rule, on éightiegs, 
tone of which is of the same length, Ifthe 
chair is wobbly, it is hardly to be wondered at, 
The braces. aro of bamboo, which is not the 
hest material for distributing the strain. As a 
result. the braces lose their grip.- The rattan 
strands give way and begin to unfurl, and 
finally the chair collapses. On the other hand,

When achnir has to be made, the design is 
first drawn by Mr. Keeney who is what might 
‘be termed the business manager of the firm, 
The mensurements are then prepared, and 
‘these are sent (o the frame maker who is 
coached by Mr. Keeney in the requirements.

By the death of the. Rev. Father Torres, the 
well-known. and much esteemed Procurator 
‘General for the Spanish Nominican Missions | 
in the Far. East, a gentleman beloved by all 
who knew him, has been removed from thé 
community, He was born at St. Maria, in the 
provinée of Palencia, Spain, in the year suse 
and afler going through.a two yenrs! course o! 
philosophy in the Seminary of Toledo, he joint 
ed the army of the great St, Dominic.in Sep 
tember, 1866, and in the Convent of Ocafin com: 
pleted the second course of. theology and was 
ordained deacon. In consequence of social and 
pane disturbances then reigning in Spain, 
he choose to leave .that country and: seek 
shelter in a land beyond the sea—the, Phié 
lippines—where he arrived in 1872, ‘There, he 
was ordained priest on 2ist September, 1872, 
and he finished his course of theology at the 
University of St. Thomas three years. later, 
At the end of 1875, he began his missionary 
labour at St, [sidoro in Tubuan, where, a-year 
later, he met with a most painful accident that 
‘resulted in the losa of his left arm...A, mad 
dog appeared in the village causing consider- 
able alarm among its inhabitants, three of 
whom were bitten with fata! results. Father 
Torres, who was ever ready to defend his flock, 
hastily seizing a rifle gave chase to the animal, 
The.weapon, which had not been cleaned for 
some time and was otherwise out of repair, 
exploded on being fired causing. the. sad accié 
dent, The patience and fortitude exhibited in 
this trying circumstance, were the most promi+ 
nent among the many sterling qualities which 
the deceased gentleman possessed, In Octo+ 
‘ber, 1876, he was appointed. Vice-Procurator 
and sailed for. Hongkong, where he discharged | 
the important duties of that office till 18Br, 
when he relurned to’ Manila.’ During the 
succeeding five years he filled important 
offices of the Order so satisfactorily that he 
was chosen by his superiors to take over the 
high office of Procurator General of the Mis 
sions at Hongkong where he landed in 1886, 
and during the succeeding 18 years ending 
1904, this venerable ploneer was ever.to be 
seen piloting the financial barque entrusted to 
him through difficulties which, only those ac- 
quainted with Oriental, and especially: Hong: 
kong, life can adequately realise... For some 
months past he was confined to his bed, and on 
the 16th ult, he was ddvised to go to Manila for 
nchange., This, however, did not prove of any 
benefit, for-shortly after hig arrival, be breathed 
his last, surrounded by the-sons of St. Dominic:

The preparations for the forthcoming race 
- meeting under the auspices of the Hongkong 
Jockey Club are being pushed forward with 
' the utmost despatch, and already most of the 
larger works in connection with the races are 
wall on the way towards completion, In some 
respects the Hongkong Jockey Club races 
difler very materially (rom those of other places 
in the Ent, The greatest difference is, of 


course, found in the fact that itis an amateur } 


meeting, where all aro gentleman riders. 
Again, instead of having horses apecralls im- 
ported for tho occasion, the hardy lit 
pony is broiight on the scene, and those who 
remember past race meetings in Hongkon 
will readily admit that if the pace is not rocord- 
bronking, itis at all events wonderful, when 
the size and apparent stamina of the ponies are 
taken into consideration, : 
: IN THE STRAITS. 
“In Singapore and the South generally the 
races are contested by spetially trained Aus- 
+ tralian horses, Nowadays, the horse required 
to win a tace.in the Straits, even when the 
purse i but a trifle, will cost anything be- 
” tween $1,000 and $4,000. The result is that 
. the races are.in the hands of a’ fortunate few 
who have the money to spare for this {sport 
of kings?’ and the average man has only the 
questionable privilege of squandering his hardl 
earned shekels by means of a pariemutuel, 
Then, the Jockeys ara all professional’ men 
woose whole life is devoted to the training and 
riding of horses, from the immature griffia to 
the fully-fledged animal, Occasionally a won- 


der is produced, such as Essington, for ex" 


ample, which carried off all the honours of the 
turf in the Straits, and the Malay States for a 
couple of years, and never knew dofeat in a big 
race. 

AMATEURS v, PROFESSIONALS. 

In Hongkong, on the other hand, the races 
being promoted by amnteurs and limited to 
amateurs, there is the certainty that we shall 
enjoy sport in the truest sense of the word, 
Withou, going into the merits of that much- 
vexed question, amateurs v. professionals, it 
can be said that for those who enjoy sport for 
its own sake amateurism has a charm which is 
not always to be found when professionalism 
is to the front, And the beauty of it all is

(INTERESTING LECTURE ON “FIRE Tactics,"

Under the auspices of the above Association, 
which now’ can boast of (36 mombers, a most 
interesting lecture on “ Fire Tactics”. was given 
in ‘the City tall last evening, by Lieutenant 
Fiennes of the Royal Wes: Kents, and followed 
with the closset atlention by some fifty. or sixty 
members of the Association who were present, 
Sir Henry S. Berkeley occupied the chair, and 
was supported by H, E. the Governor (Sir Mut- 
thew Nathan, B., K.C.M.G.) Hon. Mr Gers» 
hom Stewart, Hon, L, A. W. Bames-Lawrence, 
Rev. C. Hi Bickling, Messrs. E. A. Hewett, W, 
H. Trenchard Davis, H. H. J: Gompeny, J.) . 
Michael, A. Seth, Higby and many others, 
The Chairman briefly introduced the Lec-: 
turer, who illustrated his most important points 
by capably drawn diagrams which he most 
lucidly explained, : 


FIRE TACTICS. 


Lieutenant Fiennes said: the subject ‘of 
his ‘lecture is. one I have found great 
lificulty in dealing .with,. inasmuch as so 
nany considerations are involved in the 
‘arm “Fire Tactics.” The expression itself is 
not definite. All tactics are fire tactics ‘in. a 
certain sense because tactics are generally un- 
«lerstood to mean the manceuvring of traops into 
vositions from which their fire will have the 
inaximum effect upon the enemy with the 
ininimum oflossesto themselves. Fire Tactics 
in a more restricted sente may be taken to 
mean the method of application of the different 
lescriptions of fire (o suit the varying phases 
and. requirements of an erigagement, offensive 
ev defensive. It is as ‘far os ‘possible in this 
sense | propose to try ard deal with the subject. 

All manazuvres in the presence of the cnemy 
have but one end in view, namely, the acquisi- 
tion of positions from which fire in greatest 
velume, and more accurately directed than the 
¢nemy's can be brought to bear, This end is 
attained by a variety of means the most im- 
sortant of which are us: follows :—intelligent 
use of ground, mutual support,’ selection of 
objective, correct estimation of ranges, careful 
.! bservation of fire, concentration of fire, 


DESCRIPTION OF FIRE EMPLOYED. 


I'think the best plan is to consider each of | 
these separately so far ns possible, but before 
doing so’ I would mention that—Intelligent 
use of ground, mutual support, selection of 
objective, estimation of ranges, observation of 
fire, concentration of fire, description of fire 
employed, and ammunition supply; are chiefly 
the duties of the officers, but concern tho 
section and aqurd leaders in o lesser degree as 
well, I have considered the subject from the 
point of view of a force attacking an enemy in 
position, ‘'h+ slight difference which exists 
on some points from a defenders! pont of view, 
1 will, if time permits, deal with later. In- 
telligent use of ground is necessary hee 
cause troops cannot be brought into the 
necessary positions to secure superiority 
of fire unless the conformation of the ground 
be carefully consideréd, all cover afforded must 
he utilized in order that losses may be mini 
tnised and the largest possib'e number of rifles 
be availible for the final stages-of the attack, 
and thot the demoralization of wnils con- 
sequent upon heavy losses may be avoided. 
The use of ground is also of importarce in 
concealing the movements of bodies of troops 
told off to oulflank the enemy, and to gain 
positions unseen from which covering can be 
employed, Mutual Support is; [need hardly 
say, essential to success, In" Infantry Trainirg 
1902," section 213, you will find the following 
— it will’ seldom be practicable to move over 
open ground within the limits of effective fire 
ie. 1400 yards unless the advance of one part of 
‘the firing line is‘covered by the fire of the remain- 
der; and in all cases when opportunity offers 
the vadvance should be ‘sided by the fire of 
troops and machine guns specially told off for 
the purpose.” “Combined Training” 1907 
alsotells us that—" The adyance of an attack- 
ing force should always be covered by the fire 
of other troops, infantry as well as‘artillery. 
Not only must the commander make arrange: 
ments for the covering fire in his initial dis- 
positions and also ard during the progress of an 
engagement, but leaders of all ranks down 
to squads and groups must endeavour to 
supply at all stages of the fight this 
all-important principle: of mutual support.” 
You will see: by this what stress is laid upon 
combined action on the part of different units 
to attain one common end. To ensure this 
combination, constant watchfulness is required 
on the part of commanders of all ranks, ns 
well as a perfect knowledge of the effects of 
fire and the powers of the weapon employed. 
The object of this covering fire is chiefly to 
demoralise the enemy, and spoil his aim at 
that portion of the'force which Is actually mov: 
ing forward, In the faery of-cases it will 
bo found impossible‘ to definitely locate a well 
concealed enemy until the shorter ranges are 
sreached, consequently effect must be sought for 
rather by showers of bullets failing on, and 
about his positicn, than by individual good 
shooting against a visible target. It isobvious 
therefore that the beavier the fire the more 
likely it is to disconcert the defenders and 
spoil their aim. Fire used to cover troops 
advancing over open ground should be of great 
authority during the time the advancing troops 
are exposed to the fire of the defenders, the 
fire being changed to n slower rate or discon- 
tinued altogether on their reaching ‘cover and 
opening fire themselves. This assistance by 
-means of fire should be rendered by portions 
of the firing line to other portions of the 
same body aa well as by the supports 
and reserves. This will demand considerable 
self-sacrifice trom the troops rendering the as- 
sistance, Human nature demands that if Smith 
hits you in the eye, you should try and hit 
Smith instead of retaliating on Jones who is 
otherwise employed. Yet this is what has to 
ba done when assisting another portion of the 
fire, The fire of the enemy directly in front 
must be disregarded, and fira brought to bear 
on that portion of the enemy's line which is 
most dangerous at the moment to the troops 
you are assisting. ‘This description of support 
48 of grent value, as the fire is oblique and con- 
verging. Covering fire must be kept up by the 
reserve and supports if any one left until the 
assaulting troops are almost in the ga fe 
positions otherwise he might sit safely. under 
cover to rise and deliver a ctushiog fire the 
moment the covering fire ceases, (also may be 
directed over against supports), - 


SELECTION OF TARGET. 
The best results from good combination cane 
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" “CONCENTRATED. FIRE. 

The question of concentrated versus dis- 
persed fire |s one of great importance. Con- 
centrated fire means, the ‘fire of individuals 
and units, often widely separated, directed oo 
ona common object, such as that portion of 
the enemy's position against which the decisive 
attack is to be pushed home: or as ! said be- 
fore, some object which ss, at the moment, of 
great.tactical importance, such as an attack by: 
cavalry on the flank or a general counter- 
attack, ‘Ihe object in fighting is of course 
the destruction of the opposing force. . The 
more thoroughly this !s done the quicker 
will the campaign be brought to a conclusion, 
The moral effect of losses in battle is in direct 
proportion to the space of time in which they 
are inflicted. Troops whose morale is'high en- 
ough to stand a loss of 50 per cent, spread over 
several hours’: fighting, will be utterly de- 
maralized if that poicentaga of loss is inflicted 
on them in, say, Jo minutes, | wi}l-now try 
and show how concentrated Gite. assists in in+ 
flicting a high percentage of lossin a given 
time,’ To illustrate this’ point, E will quote 
(ram Colonel Mayne's book “The Infantry 
Weapon .and its use in ‘War.’ He says 
" Suppose the statement is correct that, under, 
field conditions of firing an ordinary man_ will 
fire on the average 30 shots before he will hit 
an upright enemy at 800 yards, Such a state- 
ment presupposes that the enemy will stand 
still in the open long enough for the 3o rounds 
to be fired athim; but this would not happen 
asthe enemy would get uoder cover as soon 
as possible; and so to overcome this incon- 
venjent procedure on the part of the enemy 
we must make 30 men fire at onceon the single 
{de in the hope that one or more of the jo bul- 
‘H fetes will hithm. There are also other great 
advantages to be gamed from thus. acting, 
namely, that when the man fires 30 rounds at 
a singte foe a very large proportion of his am- 
munition supply is expended and he has taken 
some time to do this, whereas when the 3omen 
fire together wt the same man they ‘havo 
only expended «ne round ech and haye 
obtained the desired result ot orice.” 
Fire if scadered indiscriminately along an 
enemy's posi:ion has litle moral or material 
effect, but if it is concentrated on one or more 
objectives, the enemy's morale Is shaken 5 and 
the question of mora effect is avery important 
one in war, - Sudden and beeyy losses inflicted 
on the threatening portions of his‘line is the. 
surest way of weakening the defence, and these 
losses can only be inflicted by concentrated fire. 
The next heading, that of “description of fire 
employed,” embraces the different rates of fire 
Slow, Rapid and Ma,agine, and also the des 
cription of fire with reference to the position 
of the firer and the object fired at, that is, 
whether {rontal, oblique, enfilade, or reverse 
fire, also the nature of the fire whether Volleys 
| or what is-called “Indepencent” Volleys are 
seldom. psed now except against Sayages who 
fight in close ojder, and then only at the-longer 
ranges, and for range finding purposes, The 
two great .obje tions ngainst volleys are, the 
immpospibility ol the fireunit commaader making 
his men hegr the words of command in these 
days of extended order formations, and the fact 
that’ the fire is not accurate, because tho 
men have to fire on the word of command 
whether they have obtained their aim or 
not, On the defensive it may however 
he possible to employ volleys because the men 
are when entrenched practically shoulder to 
shoulder; and consequently the words of com- 
mand can be heard, Volleys have certain ad- 
vantages—ihey admit of perfect control of fire, 
rapid change of ot jective and sighting, and of 
ammunition expenditure} but these advantages 
do not outweigh their disadvantages, The 
description of fire generally employed is what 
we call Independent," a term which is rather 
misleading. Inde endent firing implies that 
each man 18 firing on his “own” without refer. 
ence to any superior authority, choosing his own 
target, rate of fire and rapge. This of course 
is notthe case. He is only independent with 
regard to the moment at which he pulle the 
trigger. The object tobe fired at is pointed 
out by the leader, the tange is given, and tha 
tate of fire required is ordered, “ Individual” 
would, I think, be a better term, The great 
advantage of this description of fire is, that the 
firer ia not obliged to press the trigger until 
the sights come On, consequently much greater 
accuracy is obtained than when firing volleys, 
With the present paint Enficld Rifle we 
have three ratés of fire, viz; slow, which means 
very deliberate fire say’ 3 and 4 shois per 
minute, rapid, which is the highest rate con- 
sistent with accuracy to be obtained from single 
loading, and magazine, which is the most ra- 
pid of all, A. difference will exist when wo 
receive the new Rifle, which is a charger 
loading weapon and ubprovided with a cut off,’ 
The tactical employment ofthe different rates 
of fire is soon dealt with. Slow fire is the 
normal rate ip the earlier stages of the attack 
and on all occasions when a crushing fire is 
not imperative, Ite use is necessitated by the 
need of economizing ammunition and of ob- 
laining accuracy of fire at'long ranges, Rapid 
fire must be used to cover the advance of 
lsoops at the shorter ranges over open ground, 
, against that portion of the enemy's position it 
19 intended to assault, to repell counter-attacks, 
‘cavalry charges, and against good targets 
which are only in view for a short time, In 
the final stages of the attack i is empleyed 
with the utmost intensity to prepare for the 
actual assault with the bayonet, Magazine fire 
should rarely be employed except in cases of 
xreat necessity, The ten cartridges in the 
magazine of the present Rifle are intended to 
be .a last reserve and should be kept until 
their use is imperative. Troops who have 
successfully assaulted a fine of trenches 
may find themselves suddenly counter-ate 
tacked, and if their magazines are empty 
they may lose the advantage they have won, 
Rriefly then, slow fire isthe rate now used in the 
earlier stages of a fight, when accuracy rather 
than intensity is desired, Rapid fire where the 
great arcureey is required, and magazine fire 
should only be used if absolute! necessa: 
when the highest possible intensity of fire Is 
needed in. the shortest possible time, The 
description of fire with reference to the relative 
positians of firer of target is yery important, 
‘the coveleprnent of enfilade fire against that 
portion of the position to be assaulted js the 
Adeal which should always be_ striven’ for, 
Enfilade fire means fire directed, along the 
enemy's line from a point In prolongation‘of its 
and. is particularly effective, as concentration 
of fire is aided by the. corcentration of the’ 
target ; also the defenders’ defences are useless 
if they no longer protect him from the hostile 
bullets. Oblique fire is when tho fine of fire is: 
inclined to the front of the target and Is only 
less effective than. enfileds fire. Reserve fro 
Is, of courre, fire directed against-the rear of & 
Position,’ while frontal fire, the least effective of 
all,is when the Ine of fire'is perpendicular to 
the front of the’target., The'lmportant thing

According to the expert's opinion the racing 
at Hongkong this year should be the best that 
hus ever been seen it Happy Valley. The 
expert was Mr G, T. Turner, of Kennedy's 
Stables, the manager, Mr. G, W,Gegy, having 
Kone to the’ race rourse “to'try the Princes,” 
‘Ar, Turner also gave the tip that Cotswold 
was a sure thing for the Derby, quilifying ‘his 


remark, hawsver, by binting that those ‘who, 


backed outsiders would itt least have a run for 
their money, ‘Tha'dixcussion which arose aver 
this pont ted to th: quest-on——" What does it 
cost tn keep a racing stud in Hongkong?” 

14 the opinion of the expart it is cheaper to 
keep a racing stud in Vongkong than in Binga- 
pore, and it is about the same here as in Shang: 
bai. But that docs nat lead us much further, 
Coming to fact-, Mr. ‘Turner read the list of 
prices charged at Kennedy's Stables for stab- 
ling ald training ponies.’ Walers in training 
cast $45 1 month ; China ponies in training are 
$yo # month, and there are $3 lar sundry ex? 
penses. thas to be borne in mind shat all the 
“studs” are‘kept at Kennedy's Stables with 
the single exception: of Jardine’s, and at the 
present time there are no fewer than 75 horses 
in training. : 

The training season slarts in Navember, and 
it may he interesting to describe how the ponies 
are brought here, After the subscription li t 
has been made up, the Hongkong Jockey 
Club sends a chit to the Shanghai forse 
“'azaar asking them to pet the number of 
horses required—this year wt was $5. The 
conditions are pretty general, .the most 
important being that the horses must have 
covered three-quarters of i anile int min, go 
secs, The price of these griffins ranges be- 
tween $25 9.and $300 When they arrive at 
Hongeong they are in whats technically 
known ae “the rough” When this year's 
pomes arrived in Hlungkong nobody could tell 
whether they were good or bad; hey looked 
as ifthey had just come off a paddy field, Ihe 
“rough” is snon worn off, and the qualities of 
the animals begin to appear, 

The subscription ponies this season came 
down in four batches, and the last two lots had 
appwently been galloped only a few times-— 
just long enough ta seg thal they. covered the 
three-quaster mile in a go - Their coats were 
soon removed and the ponies were tried onthe 
race course. ‘omes-of them showed fair speed, 
but the majority of them were poor, That is 
nol tw say that the racing will be puor, Mr. 
Turner remarked that better racing is expect- 
ed this year than hag-ever been seen belore, 
and what is more to the point they expect to 
beat the times made last yeir. ‘That brings us 
to the upkeep of a racing stud, . 

Suppnse an owner started his stable in No- 
vember and kept tat tanniey: strength tll the 
races in February, he would have at dy little 
Dill to pay. ‘Take the case ef an owner who 
has six horses in training. Each horse 
will have cost $160 for ubsolutely pare neces- 
sities, Put the price at $250 and you will 
not be far wrong. There are a hundred and 
one things to provide for the comfort of the 
aninials, and any one who has had to eal 
with horses knaws how the expenses mau t 
up. ‘To keep six horses in training, in fact, 
means an outlay of $2,000 at the very least. 
fi ainay be more; it would be a clever man who 
contd make it less And alter all, the ponies 
nay tora out worthless, After the races they 
are put up to public auction, and the horse 
that has led its owner intu expenses running 
up altogether, including its purchase price, to 
$700 or $802 may be sold for $40 or $60, 

With regard to Derby griffins, these are 
bought by the owners themselves, They are 
kept at Kennedy's Stables, it is true; but the 
owner has more interest in their performances, 
and is more careful with the times than he js 
about the other ponies which comprise his 
stud, Ibestands to win or lose a large amount.

would be paid the: reward, But that —laugh- 
ingly is hardly possible, is i?'* 

A TERRIBLE PROCLAMATION, 

“You may be quite sure, however, that it has 
not been at all easy to work, as I have been 
working under the very eyes of the Chinese 
Government, To show you how difficult [et 
has‘ been, you may be surprised to learn that 
when I pasted through Washington, the 
Chinese Minister thera, Sir Liang Ching, issued 
a praciamation 'o the Chinése throughout the 
United States prohibiting them from having 
anything to do with the Patrintic Society, as 
my movement is. called,” under the severe 
penalty of their families and distant relatives 
in China being arrested and beheaded, and 
their praperly being confiscated, 

"Such a barbarous act, suggested at the o- 
stance ofan educated man, cannot be accounted 
for except on the probable assumption that he 
wished to flatter the Chinese Government so 
that his position as Minister might be secure, 

“This being the position, you,readily under: 
stand that whenever E go into China it is only 
by means of an effective disguise, Nos do not’ 
ask me to go into details, ! shall be going ta 
China avain very shortly,.and to make such 
things public would be to enormously impede 
my movements. Once in a place like Canton, 
however, the rest is easy. The ‘population Is 
50 large that one is lost among, the millions, 

“ But even so, in 1908, Yeiing Ku Was, the 
most ardent patriot, was shot io Gage-street, 
Hongkong, by assassins employed by the 
Chinese Government.

IN RUSSIA,

Although for the moment the spread of 
the reform movement throughout Russia 


may seem to have died away under the 


‘forces of ‘Tsardom, which are still strong 


enough to keep down the unorganized 
sttength of the Russian people, evidence is 
not wanting that those who are favouring a 
more Hiberal and popular administration are 


determined upon carrying forward the agita- 


[tion for reform in the internal, administrat- 


jon of the Russian, Empire, Tt is gaining 
momentum daily, and ‘the newly-appointed 
Minister of the: Interior. acting against the 
most powerful influences, is sipporting these 


popular reforms the promoters of which have 
declared il to be entirely divorced from any 
radical revolutionary propaganda. However, 
soon after the Zemstvo presidents planned 
to meet publicly the crisis came, and the 
world over saw that throughout the Tsar's 
dominions a teign of terror, intensified by 
political assassination, was about to com: 
mence. An attempt was made on the life 
of the Emperor, followed shortly afterwards 
by rumour of the assassination of a Grand 
Duke and the report that the Governor of 
Warsaw hadbeen murdered. Russia nsubjects 
grew bolder and feared not ‘to denounce the 
existing regime in the open streets of the 
capital, and there was every indication that the 
friends of representative institutions had the 
upper hand, "The upholders of autocracy and 
burcaueracy, those comprised in the Grand 
Ducal cabal, were declared to be every bit 
as desperate and formidable as were the 
unplacable reactionists who killed in embryo 
the constitution devised and signed by the 
‘Tsar's grandfather. {t seemed premature to 
credit Nicholas I, and his counsellors with 
any change in the administration of internal 
aifairs. There are those among the populace, 
however, who believe that the T’sar and the 
bureaticracy will be influenced by. assassina- 
tions to swerve [rom a line of policy deliber- 
ately purstied. ‘This may haye been the 
motive underlying the act of the two men 
who have murdered the Grand Duke Alex- 
androvich Sergius, the commander-in-chief 
of the forces, and governor-gencral of Moscow. 
‘Their view will find many supporters; but 
those who entertain the idea that the: assas- 
sination of an uncle of the Tsar can have 
any effect in pursuading the Russian Govern- 
ment to yield to the demand for liberal 
institutions will in all probability find that 
such an act will necessarily tend to postpone 
reform. ‘To the intervention of the late 
Grand Duke was dug the complete victory 
of the reactionary party towards the close 
of last year, when he officially raised objec- 
tiuns to the resolutions adopted by the 
Moscow ‘Town Council advocating freedom 
of the Press and meeting and popular control 
over the Government. ‘This naturally arous- 
ed the indignation and anger of the populace, 
who declared their intention of striving by 
every means and expending every effort to 
achieve the realisation of a democratic and 
social organisation which shall free the op- 
pressed Fatherland and put an end to such 
brutalities as had been perpetrated in the 
crue] butchery of the participators in the reent 
demonstrations. Rulers have a good right 
to ask whether the opponents who adopt 
such ways of ‘attaining their ends, as these 
two misled assassins have done, shou'd not be 
hunted down and suppressed without mercy. 
Sober and loyal supporters who realise the 
cvils in the state and desire to amend them 
are discredited by the involuntary associa- 
lion of criminals. ‘The menaced order is 
driven to be harder than before-~eyen if it 
were inclined to make concessions. We 
have seen’, during ‘the. past. few months 
that much cells for a-change in Russia, but 


nothing ‘needs’ it more than -the horrible: 


readiness of some among its pcople to make 
use of murder, and we fear that the result of 
this last example of ‘ferocity will only be to. 
render repression more harsh than it has 
been In the prety . '

The Chief Justice (Sir Henry S. Berkeley)

Sharp, Kc.) in outlining the case, said there 
were a number of people slreping at the time 
in the house in question some of wham unfor- 


| tunatelydiedas the result of the fire which the ac- 
| cused werecharged with igniting, The prisoners 


werethe cookandcoolisemp:oyed on the ground 
floor where the fire broke out. Shortly after two 
o'clock inthe morning of the 12th January, a 
Chinese police sergeant off dutywas passing the 
hose in a chair when he saw the first prisoner 
standing outside the house looking into the 
shop and calling “Fire” at the top of his voice, 


The sergeant got out of the chair and looked 
‘) into the shop, but could see no sign of fire. 


‘Vhe sergeant arrested him, and also the second 
man, who then ran out of the shop, Imme- 
diately afterwards fire suddenly broke out and 
spread.with terrible rapidly, there being now 
avery strong smell of kerésine coming. from 
the shop. The sergeant said to the: first. pris 
soucr "This is your doing,” to which he replied: 
“y could not help i, my master ordered me to 
doit.” He afterwards said’ his master had 
gone to Canton. ‘these. premises, Counsel 
said, were an absolute death- strap, It seemed 


that the houses’ in Hollywood Road,. and | 


fquare Street, stood back to back, but the level. 
of Square Street was very mach above the leve 
of Hollywood Road, and the only means of es 
cape from three-staries of the hoses in Square 
Street was through the houses in Hollywood 
Road... The reasan for the crme was the 
tustinl.reason—to defraud the insurance com> 
pany, the premises having anly recently been 


jasured for $1,500, and ut was in evidence: that 


An attempt was made to insure it for more. 

Anumber of witnesses were called, all of 
whom spoke to perceiving a very strong smelj 
of kerasine ‘coming fram the building, The 
fire spread with remarkable rapidity, When 
the prisoners were taken to the police station, 
they denied all-know! dye of the fi e. 

‘A police constable who assisted to extinguish 
the fire spoke to finding inside the shop 
Kerosine tins, anda broken amp, and.a fire 
ct die in the centre of the room. 

Inspector Gourlay was called and spoke to 
the recovery of a number of bovlies. 

Prisoners bath alleged that they were asicep 
al tbe time. “The first one said he was awakened 
by the smell of fire, and the second by the fi st 
prisoner calling out “ Fire.’ 

His Lordship, in sumoting up, said that ‘ta 
deliberately set fire to a house wherein people 
were sleeping, was the mast heinous offence with 
which any. man could be charged. “The con- 
sequences of the fire in this case had been ter 
rible in the extreme, ten persons having been 
burned to death, One man had only time to 
snatch up his infant son, run on to the third floor, 
and with the assistance of others, broke down 
a partition, and got into the nexl house, This 
man was apparently unable to save his wile 
and two daughters, whose. dead. badies were 


subsequently found on the ground floor, having | 


fallen through from the room they occupied 
above. Lis Lordship pointed out that the shop 
was heavily insured, and yet on examination

The jury after retiring to consider their 
verdict found both prisoners, guilty, ,
